EoUn! confirmed nn old suspicion or ours that 
II Ducc's fellow couiilrymcii were never much 
Impressed by his one accomplishment that 
flamed to Imprcas Amcrlctns. 
"Mussolini made the trains run on time," 
. Americana used to say In the early days of 
fascism. And so, perhaps, he did. 

It may have been a boon to the Impatient 
Yankee tourist who wanted his visit to Itaiy'a 
ageless wonders run off with American cffl- 
, clency and punctuality. He may have said 
farewell to tlie beauties of Florenctvor Venice 
as reluctantly as the man In the movie trav- 
elog. But when it came time to bo he wanted 
the 4 o'cloct train to leave at 4, and not at 
11:20. 

Wo would ImaBlno that all this was some- 
what less important to the Italians, whoso 
tempo is slower than ours. Traln-rldlng Isn't 
a major activity of most Italians' lives— or 
of most Americans', for that matter. And 
when improved train schedules were part ol 
a regime that also specialized In murder, 
beatings, forced dosage of castor oil, terror- 
ism and suppression ot hard-won freedoms, 
it Is easy to see that the Italians might have 
concluded that the whole thing wasn't worth 
It. 

So we don't think that the American ad- 
mirers of Mussolini's accurate timetables un- 
derstood the Italians very well. In fact, we 
don't think Mussolini understood them very 
well, either. In what seems to have been his 
last coherent statement before a craven de- 
parture from this life, Mussolini shouted: 
"Let me save my life and I will give you an 
empire." 

It should have been obvious that If there 
was anything that Italy didn't want at the 
jnoment, It was the promise of another em- 
pire, Mussolini promised an femplro oAce be- 
fore, spent young and reluctant lives trying 
to achieve It and, falling lenomlnlously, fas- 
tened on his people a brutal, degrading vas- 
salage to a nation with a temporarily stronger 
dictator. 

Then Hitler made the same promise, and 
failed. That was all he or Mussolini could of- 
fer—a promise of empire at the price ot blood 
and fortune. Violence waa as natural to them 
aa peace, progress and prosperity were for- 
eign. They could not thrive In an atmosphere 
ot calm and sanity, for both were mad. And 
since It was a self-obsessed kind of madness, 
they could not realize that their grandiose 
promises might eventually become unappeal- 
ing. 

Anyway, Mussolini got no takers for his of- 
fer of another empire. Instead, he got what 
he deserved. His people sent him back to the 
city where ho' started, back to the gutter he 
eame from. They kicked him around In death 
as he kicked them around in life. 

The Italians do .■^uch things rather well. 
Maybe they don't have the best railroads In 
the world, but they certainly can dispose of 
tyrants with swift Justice and an elegant, 
operatic flourish.
